Freetraders always make the 
statement, bat in all oases it has been re­ 
futed. Mr. Mills, like M r. Cleveland 
does not deal m history in the effort to 
prove bis case. History would demolish 
bis arguments completely, and therefore 
he relies on a general statement without 
proof. 
Bot the Bulletin, which deals ia office 
figures touching the 
production, the 
consumption, the importation and the 
prices of iron and steel, takes steel rails 
with which to wreck the statements cf 
Cleveland aud Mills. The figures of the 
Bulletin are well worth studying for they 
overwhelmingly refute the ancient state­ 
ment of free traders that th e'amount of 
the duty is always added to the sel­ 
ling 
price 
of 
a protected 
article 
in tbis country. The Bulletin submit 
from official data prices of steel rails 
each year ia this country and in Great 
Brit Un, with the quantity produced in 
the United S tat.s. In the yesra 1867- 
1870, inclusive, the duty on rails was 45 
percent ad valorem, thence to August I, 
1872, it was $28 per ton; thence to March 
3,1875, it was $25.20 per toD; thence to 
July 1,1883, it was $28 per toe, and since 
that time has been $17 per ton. Tbid 
duty ia to be added to the B a ish irioe, 
aud also the cost bf tranrpoit jtion, com­ 
missions and insuranse, which the Bul­ 
letin reckons at $3 per ton, though it is 
in almost every iastance larger. As du­ 
ties aud freights have to be paid in gold, 
there must also be edded, for compari­ 
son with American prices in currency, 
the premium on gold for the earlier 
years, which averaged 2 per cent in 1878, 
5 per cent in 1877, IO per cent in 1879,14 
per cent in 1875,12 pet ceLt it 1874, 13 
per eent in 1873,12 per cent in 1872 and 
1871, and 15 per cent in 1870.

The Threat to Bar the Newspaper Men 
Oat of the Senate—A Secret Session. 
W a sh in g t o n, March 6 .—The Senate 
again went Into executive session to fur­ 
ther consider the subject of executive 
sessions. 
The entire time of the 8enate 
until adjournm ent at about 6 o’clock, 
was occupied with a discussion upon tbs 
legal points involved in the resolutions 
presented by Mr. Dolph’s special com­ 
mittee, having in view the punishment 
of the newspaper correspondents for 
contempt.

If it became a fact the 
newspaper men would not object; there 
would be one less gallery to attend to. 
Should the K entuckian's scheme suc­ 
ceed there would be sweet music in the 
upper atmosphere, for the result would 
be a boycott that Senators would speed­ 
ily tire of. 
It Is believed that all of the promi­ 
nent newspapers of the country would 
agree to completely ignore the senate 
and its oratory. 
Senators would then 
be componed to make heavy invest­ 
ments in tho equally heavy Congress­ 
ional Record or their constituents would 
never find out what they have been 
talking about. 


Sharp Criticism o f th e M ethods Em ployed 
by th e W hisky Combine. 
N ew York, March 6.—The Commer­ 
cial Bulletin says,regarding tho proposi­ 
tion to convert the Whisky trust Into a 
corporation: 
“ In one restrict at least 
the Whisky trust leaves*ll its com­ 
panion organizations in the shade. 
Its 
capital—$41,000,000—Is much less than 
th at of either the Lead or Sugar trusts, 
but these do not compare with it in the 
amount of fictitious capital or water 
contained. 
Tho Lead trust was capital­ 
ized at a rate of about five times its actual 
value, the Sugar trust at three or four 
times what its refineries could be dupli­ 
cated for, but the plant of the Whisky 
trust, 
which, it 
is 
authoritatively 
stated, could bo replaced for something 
in the neighborhood of $1,900,000, is al­ 
ready capitalized at $31,000,000, or about 
ten timos its value, and it i9 proposed to 
further increase the capital to $35,000,- 
000. 
Certificates are dealt in upon 
the 
New 
York 
stock 
exchange. 
Of 
course 
such 
reckless 
inflation 
as this carries its own condemnation. 
There can bo but one motive for such 
tactics as these—th at of unloading a 
lot of worthless certificates upon an un­ 
suspecting public. 
To the original own­ 
ers 
the scheme Is of 
course 
very 
profitable, as they receive exorbitant 
prices for their property, besides other 
advantages in the way of salaries for 
the management, etc. 
“ Negotiators and bankers who carry 
out the scheme and m arket the certifi­ 
cates also come in for a share of the 
plunder, for it is nothing less to a small 
investor or speculator who is relied upon 
to buy these shares at fictitious tallies. 
I t is quite apparent th at the property of 
thi9 concern Is capitalized at not less 
than nine or ten times its value.”

Universally popular with his companions 
he was a leader in hi9 set, a common ex­ 
pression among his chums being “ W hat­ 
ever ‘Jack’ says goes.” 
He was not only a favorite with the 
boys and girls of his set, but with their 
elders as well, the parents of the com­ 
panions at whose home the boy visited 
having genuine affection for the bright 
manly “Jack” Lincoln. 
M inister Lin 
coin’s business associates and the friends 
of the family speak In the highest terms 
of the boy, 
In fact, all who knew him 
seem to have had a sincere /eg ard for 
the lad. 
The reason th at the boy was always 
called “Jack” was because there was 
sort of feeling of reverence In the Lin­ 
coln family for the name of “ Abraham” 
or “ Abe.” 
William G. Beal, junior member of 
M inister Lincoln’s law firm, In speaking 
of the lad said the young man was par­ 
ticularly fond of the history of the late 
war. 
“ I have seen him lie on the floor 
In his father's library with war maps 
spread out before him, a history near, 
and study a map by the hour. 
“ The boy was only 17, yet when I saw 
him last. lust before toe family left for 
England, he was a large, strong fellow 
with good muscles. 
He was f arther ad
